leader, Rosedale finished with 20 
points, Plaza with 19, Weightmann 15, 
Garfield 14, Adams and Peabody 13 
each, with the remainder of the points 
distributed among sixteen other teams. 

The Plaza Team’s vision of romping 
away with the meet was dashed to 
despair in the 100-pound relay when 
the third man of the team stumbled 
and fell sprawling across the track, 5 
yards in the lead of the nearest man. 
In winning this event the Adams Team 
equaled the playground record of 45 
seconds and missed an opportunity to 
set a new mark when Vincent Scafide 
turned to ald the fallen Plaza runner 
only to return to the race in time to 
overtake a nan who had passed him.

Dogs or Humans Needed 
For Gas Tests, Says Army 


Edgewood Arsenal Would Have to Use People for Death 
Gas Experiments if Animals Were Unavailable Is 
Officers’ Answer to Humane Societies. 


Admitting dogs had been killed by 
lethal gases at Edgewood Arsenal, Md., 
Army Chemical Warfare Service sta- 
tion, officers of the service in. answer- 
ing protests of humane organization 
Officials yesterday denied they were 
vivisected there, but used for experl- 
mental purposes the same as dogs and 
other animals in research laboratories 
and hospitals all over the world. 

The officers said the dogs shipped 
there from the Washington Pound from 
time to time were used in medical re- 
search laboratories at the station and 
that they were as well cared for and 
fed as in other research laboratories. 

“Unclaimed dogs in the Washington 
and other pounds have to be killed in 
a certain time,” officers at Cheinical 
Warfare Service headquarters here said, 
“and their death by lethal gases 1s 
as other 
means of putting them awa iy might pee 


They said it was either a question of 
experimentation with human beings or 
animals, and that protesting women 
should remember the Chemical Warfare 
Service is sacrificing dogs in a painless 
way to determine how best to protect 
sons of many mothers in future emer- 
gencies where battle gases will again be 
used, 

Dogs used in the experiments, they 
explained, are placed in chambers, 
then subjected to graduated concen- 
trations of gases. Following death, 
their bodies are subjected to examina- 
tions to test the effect of various con- 
centrations on their lungs. From 
these results effects of similar concen- 
trations on human life are computed 
and investigation is directed to estab- 
lish necessary chemical protective 
measures to ‘counteract them.

Believes Friends of Successful Candidate Should 


Splendor That Went 


With Event in Former Days 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Albany, Y., Aug. 21.—There will 
be an “old-fashioned” inauguration if 
Gov. Smith is elected President. This 
is a certainty. 

While the governor, now busy with his 
State duties and those o*% his presiden- 
tial campaign, has given no thought 
to this question, inasmuch as there are 
lots of “ifs” and “ands” between now 
and March 4, he nevertheless is in favor 
of making the event one that Americans 
will long remember. The inauguration 
of a President is .. great event in this 
country in the governor’s opinion, and 
one in wich the people should gen- 
| erally be permitted to share. 

It is the hify . Office in the land 
and necessarily commands Nation-wide 
respect. While there have been reasons 
in the past, and he realizes that similar 
reasons may arise in the future, why 
the induction of a new President should 
be made as quletly as possible, he fore- 
sees no such reason to interfere with 
the event March 4. 

There is still another factor in the 
governor’s view. He has millions of 
friends, friends who have voted for 
hir as Governor of New York four 
times, friends who have watched his 
political progress up from the side- 
walks of New York, friends who ad- 


vanced his name as of presidential 
caliber as long as eight years ago, be- 
came more intense four years ago, and 
were finally successful in getting him 
the nomination at Houston. 

To deny these people a part in the 
inauguration because of a desire to 
retrench or to assume a false modesty, 
he does not believe to be right. If 
he is elected President every fiber of 
his being will be thrilled and he will 
reise no state reasons, valid or other- 
wise, to any kind of a celebration 
Washington and the country wants to 
give. 

The governor docs not want to be 
put in the light, of course, of sitting 
idly by and making plans at this early 
date for his inauguration. 

As he said today: 

“Why, about Lincoln’s Birthday will 
be time enough to give thought to 
that.” 

But he is sympathetic to the move- 
ment now going on in Washington 
to bring about the inauguration of 
older days when Washington was the 
mecca for thousands of citizens, when

Plans for funerals of the storm vic- 
tims were under way tonight, together 
with relief measures for those hurt, 
and for the reconstruction of destroyed 
and damaged buildings. 

The survey today disclosed that the 
tornado struck with the greatest fury 
on a strip about a quarter of a mile 
wide and about 65 miles Jong. One 
tornado originated in Iowa, 4 miles 
south of the Minnesota border, while 
another came from the Southeast and 
met the first at Glenville, then lashed 
together at Austin, continuing ina half 
circle back into Iowa, where it ex- 
pended itself in a series of storms, 
traveling eastward Heavy rains and 
thunderstorms were reported as if 
passed on into Iowa ane Illinois.

If you want to know the greatest 
kick the governor has ever received out 
of life, it was the first trip he and 
his chum, “Bill” Kenny, made aboard 
a fire truck. 

They were volunteer firemen. The 
fire bell clanged. ‘There was a hustle 
of the men to get aboard, the horses 
pranced. They dashed out over the 
cobblestone street and the wheels of 
the fire wagon were iron in those days. 
His bosom rose and fell as never had 
before; the blood in his body coursed 
warm. His temples bulged. Why? Be- 
cause the fire was down in Fulton 
Market, and he knew that his mother 
would see him hanging onto that truck 
as it dashed by and be proud of him. 

But the governor is going to quit 
telling what is in the depths of his 
heart. Too many Washington corre- 
spondents, strangers, are coming in 
here, and the first thing you know 
some of them will be writing about 
how undignified he is. And he isn’t— 
not at all.

Your 
wide experience in public life has en- 
abled you to present public problems in 
an exceedingly clear and. practical 
way.” 

Acceptai:ice Is No Surprise. 


President Coolidge’s acceptance of 
Hoover's resignation at this time did 
not come as a complete surprise to 
White House officials. Some of them 
had gathered that the Chief Executive, 
after allowing Hoover to remain in the 
Cabinet throughout the notification 
ceremonies, would release him from al] 
ties before his return to Washington, 
where, otherwise, he would have bcen 
called upon to combine campaign ac- 
tivities with his duties at the Com- 
merce Department. 

Expectations among President Cool- 
idge’s associates upon the acceptance 
of the Commerce Secretary’s resigna- 
tion that he would issue a lengthy 
letter amounting to a full indorse- 
ment of the Republican candidate, were 
only partially realized. Intimation that 
some of Hoover’s political advisers 
hoped for such a letter had been con- 
veyed, it is understood, to President 
Coolidge. 

After attending to business, President 
Coolidge paid his first call on Duluth, 
only 7 miles away, around the bay. 
For an hour and a half the Chief Ex- 
ecutive motored through the principal 
streets of the Minnesota @ity and 
finally returned to Superior xlong Du- 
luth’s famous boulevard, high up on 
the crest of the hills that skirt the 
lake. 

It was estimated that 50,000 people 
turned out in the warm sunlight to 
applaud and cheer the visitors. Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge returned the 
greetings with smiles and waves of 
their hands. 


Whiting Is Amherst Man. 


Holyoke, Mass., Aug. 21 (A.P.).— 
William F. Whiting, one of the best 
known paper manufacturers in the 
Connecticut Valley and one of the 
stanchest Republicans of this State, 
is a native and ]%felong resident of this 
city. He is the son of the late Rep- 
resentative William Whiting. A strong 
friend of President Coolidge, he was 
outspoken in his wish that the Presi- 
dent would consent to stand for re- 
nomination. 

Shortly after his graduation from 
Amherst College, Whiting entered his 
father’s paper business, and on his 
death became president and treasurer 
of the William Whiting Manufacturing 
Co. 

Though prominent in Republican 
councils, Whiting never has sought 
office. He has attended State and na- 
tional conventions of the party and 
was a delegate from the First Con- 
gressional District to the Kansas City 
convention that nominated Hoover. 
He has tn recent years declined to allow 
the use of his name for the local 
mayoralty. |

Crops Bulging Farmers’ Bins, 
So Main Battle Will Be 
in East, He Says. 


SOUTH OUTLOOK BETTER 


Returning from Palo Alto, Calif., yes- 
terday, Chairman Hubert Work, of the 
Republican national committee, pre- 
dicted that every State west of the 
Mississippi will give its electoral vote 
to Hoover and Curtis in November. As 
for Ohio and Indiana, he said these 
were safe for the Republican ticket 
“beyond argument.” 

Discussing the situation in the East, 
Chairinan Work was not so optimistic. 
But it could not be said that he was 
' pessimistic. 

“I have never conceded the loss of a 
“single Atlantic Coast State,” he de- 
‘clared. “It is probable that the oppo- 
sition will make its strongest fight for 
'these States, which will compel us to 
,meet them with the strongest forces 
possible, and this we will do.” 

Work was enthusiastic in discussing 
the situation in the South. He said he 
had heard of large numbers of Demo- 
crats there who were going to vote for 
Hoover, although supporting Democratic 
Candidates for State offices. 


Has Interviewed Hundreds, 


' “In conferences held from New York 
and Washington to the Pacific Coast,” 
Work said, “I interviewed hundreds of 
‘individuals. Their reports were to the 
_effect that the people are more alive 
to this campaign than ever before at 
rif early stage of a presidential con- 
est 

“Men and women alike are alert and 
active. This includes not only Repub- 
licans, but those who heretofore have 
not been politically active. Unorgan- 
ized women and men are being organ- 
ized for unity of action. 

“Many reports have come to me of 
Democrats vganizing to support 
Hoover and Curtis. A Southern Demo- 
crat attended one of .my. conferences 
and announced that he had advanced 
$1,000 to help form a Hoover club that 
already has 3,500 Democratic members, 

He explained that he and his asso- 
ciates are not leaving the Democratic 
party, but have pledged themselves to 
work and vote for Hoover for President. 

“In another Southern State Demo- 
crats informed me they were organizing 
Hoover clubs, but said emphatically 
they are not leaving the Democratic 
party. but are going to vote in protest 
this year on the presidential ticket. 

Encouraged By Democrats. 

“In another State, normally Demo- 
cratic, they are setting up a list of 
Hoover presidential electors at the head 
of the ticket, but with a full list of 
Democratic State and congressional 
candidates. 

“Dissatisfaction in the Democratic 
party is as encouraging to the Repub- 
lican leaders as the enthusiasm of the 
Republicans themselves.’

Full Text of Hoover’s Address 


The full text of Herbert Hoover’s ad- 
dress at West Branch, lowa, yesterday 
was as follows: 


This is a homecoming. It hardly 
seems an occasion for a lengthy politi- 
cal speech—rather is it an opportunity 
to recall old associations and renew old 
friendships. 

I am glad, a son of lowa, to come 
back to the place where I was born. 
Here I spent the first ten years of my 
boyhood. Here my parents and my 
grandparents toiled, worshipped God, 
did their part in building this com- 
munity, and now He in the cemetery 
over the hill, 

During the past 44 years 1 have re- 
turned from time to time that 1 might 
pay respect to their memory, that I 
might express my appreciation of those 
kindly and sympathetic folk. who, tak- 
ing a boy to their hearts, wiped away 
the one grief of childhood. One of my 
vivid recollections was my earnest in- 
terest in the debate between neigh- 
bors and relatives when they were dis- 
cussing not who was to assume me as 
a burden, but who was to take the boy 
as a member of their own flock. That 
is the spirit of the people of Iowa. It 
is the spirit of the thousands of villages 
and towns in all this wide land. 

And I have no apology for even a 
more personal note.- There is present 
here today a lady who took part in 
that debate and who was for years my 
teacher in your public school. 
embodies the spirit of that vast body 
of women who not only teach and in- 
spire our children but watch over their 
wider destinies. You have come to do 
me courtesy as a son of Iowa. I take 
this Occasion to acknowledge my debt 
to that lady—Mrs, Curran. 


Days of Boyhoud Recalled. 


There is no imprint upon our minds 
so decp as those of early boyhood—

We ground our 
wheat and corn on toll at the mill, we 
slaughtered our hogs for meat, we 
wove at least a part of our own cloth- 
ing, we repaired our own machinery 
we got our own fuel from the woods 
we erected our own buildings, we made 
our own soap, we preserved our own 
fruit and grew our own vegetables. 
Only a small part of the family living 
came by purchases from the outside 
Perhaps 20 per cent of the products 
were sold in the markets to purchase 
the small margin of necessities which 
we could not ourselves produce, and to 
pay interest on the mortgage. 


In a half century the whole basi: 
of agriculture has shifted. We have 
improved sced and livestock, we have 
increased the productivity of the land 
And it has become a highly specialized 
business. There is no longer one in- 
dustry called farming, but in fact a 
Gozen industries. Probably over 80 per 
cent of its products now go directly or 
indirectly to the markets and probably 
over 80 per cent of the family living 
must be purchased from outside. 

In the old days when prices fluctu- 
ated in the Chicago markets, at most 
they affected only 20 per cent of the 
income of the farm. A violent drop tn 
prices could reduce the family income 
by only 4 or 6 per cent. Today the 
same fluctuation in pric-, affecting as 
it does 80 per cent to 100 per cent of 
th2 products of the farm, can take 20 
or 50 per cent away from the family 


net income and make the difference 
between comfort and freedom from 
anxiety, or on the other hand, debts 


and discouragements. 
Old Days Beyond Recall. 


I do not.suggest a return to the 
greater security which agriculture en- 
joyed in its earlier days, because witb 
that security were lower standards of 
living, greater toil, less opportunity for 
leisure and recreation, less of the com- 
forts of home, less of the joy of living 

I am often conscious. of ‘sentimental 
regret for the passing of those old-time 
conditions. 1 have sometimes been as 
homesick for the ways of those self- 


contained farm homes of 40 years ago | 
as 1 have been for the kindly folk who | 


lived in them. But 1 know it ts no 
more possible to revive those old 
conditions than it is to summon back 
the relatives and friends in the ceme- 
While we recognize and 
hold fast to what is permanent in the 
old-time conditions, we must accept 
What 1s inevitable in the changes that 
have taken place. It is fortunate in- 
deed that the principles upon which 
cur Government was founded require 
no alteration to meet these changes 
Just as there its transformation in 
agriculture so there is in other «n- 
dustry: Just as there is more spectaliza- 
tions on the farm, so there is in other 
We live today by the ex- 
change of goods among tea thousand 
sorts of producers of spectalties. A 
large number of occupations which 
were couducted on the farm in old days 
are now conducted in the factory. That 
is one reason why we have a de- 
creasing proportion of our people on the 
farms. By this revolution the Ameri- 
can farmer has become enmeshed in 
powerful and yet delicate, economic 
forces which are working to his dis- 


advantage. 


In my acceptance speech ten days

Epitome of His Farm Policy. 


A Federal farm board ts to be set 
up with the necessary powers and re- 
sources to assist the industry to meet 
not alone the varied problems of to- 
day, but those which may arise in 
the future. My fundamental concept 
of agriculture is one controlled by its 
own members, organized to fight its 
own economic battles and to determine 
its own destinies. Nor do 1 speak of 
organization in the narrow sense of 
traditional farm cooperatives or pools, 
but in the much wider sense of a 
sound marketing organization. It 1s 
not by these proposals intended to put 
the Government into the control of the 
business of agriculture, nor to sub- 
sidize the prices of farm products and 
pay the losses thereon either by the 
Federal Treasury or by a tax or fee 
on the farmer. We propose with gov- 
ernmental assistance and an initial ad- 
vance of capital to enable the agri- 
cultural industry to reach a stature of 
modern business operations by which 
the farmer will attain his independence 
and maintain his individuality. 

And upon this whole question ! 
should like to repeat from my accept- 
ance speech that: 

“The working out of agricultural 
relief constitutes the most important 
obligation of the next administration. 
The object of our policies is to estab- 
lish for our farmers an income equal 
to those of other occupations; for the 
furmer’s wife the same comforts in 
her home as women in other groups; 
for the farm boys aid sirls the same 
opportunities in life as other boys and 
girls. So far as my own abilities may 


be of service, I dedicate therm to help 
secure prosperity and contentment in 
that industry where 1 and my fore- 
fathers were born and nearly all my 


family still obtain their livelihood.” 
Wants Lowden’s Assistance.

agricultural thought. 1 am not insen- 
sible to the value of the study which 
sincere farm leaders have given to this 
question of farm legislation. They 
have all contributed to the realization 
that the problem must be solved. They 
will be invited into conference. Out- 
standing farmers, such as Gcv. Low- 
den will be asked to join in the search 
for common ground upon which w 
can act, 

I had thought today to particularly 
point out the importance of the devel- 
opment of our interior waterways as 
bearing on the prosperity not only cf 
agriculture but of the whole of our 
Midwest business and commerce. It is 
a most important supplement to agri- 
cultural relief. The necessarily large 
advances in railway rates from the war 
militate against the economic setting 
of this whole interior section. This, 
together with the completion of the 
Panama Canal and the fact that ocean 
rates have increased but little since 
before the war, further disturbs the 
whole economic relationship of the 
Midwest. It is as if a row of toll 
gates had been placed around this 
whole section of our country. It seri- 
ously affects the farmer.. 

I think we can accept it as an eco- 
nomic fact that the farmer on most oc- 
casions pays the freight on his prod- 
ucts. It is a deduction from the ulti- 
mate price; you yourself can attest this. 
In a general way the centerpoint of 
markets is overseas or the Atlantic sea- 
board, where prices are determined by 
the meeting of streams of world prod- 
ucts. For every 100 miles you are re- 
moved from these market centers the 
price of farm products is lower by the 
amount of freight rates. Some calcula- 
tions which I made a .ew years ago 
showed that the increases tn railway 
rates had in effect moved the Midwest 


| 200 to 400 miles farther trom seaboard. 


Sees Hope in Waterways. 


Moreover, some of the 
regions wuch as the Ar- 
gentine and Australia are close to seu- 
board and with sea rates about the 
same as before the war, they are able 
to compete with the American farmer 
in foreign markets to a greater advan- 
tage than before the war. This increase 
ir. transportation rates also affects the 
prices of many things which the farme! 
must buy, for much raw material which 
comes into. the Midwest pays the in- 
creased freigit rate, and this in turn ts 
taken up by the consumer. 

We can not return to prewar railway 
rates without ruin to the railways 
Therefore, I have long asserted that the 
real hope of reducing charges upon our 
bulk yoods was through the mederni- 
zation of our great interior waterways 
By modernization, | mean increasing 
depths, to a point where we can handle 
10,000 tons tn a line of barges pulled 
by a tug This administration has au-. 
thorized the systematic undertaking of 


this modernization. 


Within a few years we y ill have com- 
pleted the deepening of the Ohio up to 
Pittsburgh, the Missour! up to Kansas 
City, Omaha and beyond; ‘the Missis- 
sippi to St. Paul and Minneapolis, the 
Illinois to Chicago. We already have 
experience with results, for with only 
the main river from St Louis to New 
Crleans as yet working properly. the 
rates for transportation of bulk agri- 
cultural products through that section 
is near prewar railway rates We will 
not have the advantage 
until the -ntire Mississippi! and its 
tributaries are in one connected trans- 
portation system.

In any event 
the completion of this great svstem of 
barge lines on the rivers and connect- 
ing the Lakes with the Gulf, of opening 
a shipway from the Lakes *o the sea, 
will make an effective transportation 
system 12,000 miles in tength penetrat- 
ing twenty Midwest States. It will con- 
nect these States with seaboard at the 
Gulf on one hand and with the North 
Atlantic on the other, and th's means 
more than the mere saving upon the 
actual goods shipped ovcr these rvutes. 
If part of our crops can move to market 
ava 7 to 10 per cent saving per bushel, 
the buyers’ competitive bidding for this 


portion of the crop will force upward 


the price of the weiole crop. 

And this development concerts not 
alone agriculture, but every industry 
und business in the Midwest, The man- 
ulacturer and merchant In this section 
is suffering from a curtailment of his 
cistribution field; nis business province 
bas shrunk. This development should 
tena to increase manutacturing indus- 
try in the Midwest cnd thereby create 
a larger diversity of employment and a 
ereater local market tor agricultural 
products, 

Nor does this deve.opment mean the 
crippling of our railways. ‘The annual 
increase .n raliwa/js ¢affie will give to 
them a far more an.' complete offset 
to these diversions Mcreover, every- 
thing that increases the prosperity ot 
the country also helps the railways. 
The policy of rapid consummation of 
this great project wit be continued if 
the Republican .dministration be con- 
tinued.

New York, Aug. 21 (A.P.).—For the

“All the rights which the fathers of 
our country proclaimed to be self evi- 
dent principles are denied to the citi- 
zens of Mexico, except and as they 
would adjure the faith of their fathers 
and cravenly barter their birthright for 
& mess of unclean pottage. 


Hopes for Changed Policy. 


“This condition is said to be a mat- 
ter of internal policy with which the 
civilized governments of the world can 
not interfere. In the pronouncement 
of our order two years ago we respected 
that position of our Government. As 
loyal American citizens we still accept 
It. 

“Yet we believe that here, as on dif- 
different, occasions 1n the past, has been 
done by this and other enlightened na- 
t-ons of the world, such mora! pressure 
and influence should be brought to 
bear through a full and uncensored 
disclosure of the actual conditions ex- 
isting there, as would force in Mexico a 
change of policy, or ostracize her from 
recognition and association by the fam- 
i:y of nations.”

LABOR PAY FOR WOMEN. 


Insight upon the kinds of labor employment 
that women carry on is given in the experi- 
ment conducted by 24 Middle West coeds. 
These obtained summer employment in Chi- 
cago and found that while they earned enough 
to house and feed them, there was nothing 
left for clothing. Their criterion is not ap- 
plicable to the field of women employment gen- 
erally, in view of the fact that many 
come trom homes where several others are 
Wage or salary earners, the pooling of whose 


_ resources in the matter of household expenses 


and table costs provide a margin for clothing. 

The young women report that they earned 
upon an average of $12.62, and worked in 
such occupations as spraying paint on cans, 
carding animal bair, sorting laundry, feeding 
envelope machines, icing cake, and the like. 
Much of this work is ordinarily done by young 
girls who do not have full home responsibil- 
ity rather than by persons who are necessarily 
fully self-supporting. While”the showing is

DEFERRED COASTWISE LAWS. 


In view.of the fact that a vital provision 
of the merchant marine act of 1920 has not 
been complied with, the Virgin Islands are still 
the hunting preserves of foreign shippers. The 
situation is an index, in a way, to the general 
lack of ability of this country to gather to it- 
self the trade that should fall to it under its 
own flag. The case of the Virgin Islands, 
however, is not only a part of the general 
problem of the American merchant marine, 
but is a case where the application of the 
coastwise laws has had to be deferred through 


*fuilure to provide a line of ships to carry on 


the trade upon an established footing, 

If American bottoms are not available for 
passenger and commodity traffic, then the 
shipping of the islands must be otherwise cared 
for. The merchant marine act contemplated 
service to all the island possessions by the year 
1922. Deferment of application of the coast- 
wise laws to the Virgin Islands has been made 
from time to time, until the present. Now, by 
presidential proclamation, the period for the 


Shutting off of foreign ships and placing the 


islands under the coastwise laws has been de- 
ferred to September 30, 1929. : 

It is to be hoped that by that time some of 
the difficulties in the way will have been met, 
and that a sign of progress in this direction 
will be the inclusion of the Virgin Islands in 
the coastwise service.

Nationalist Press Ascribes 
Dismissal to Negotiations 
for Arbitration. 


DISCREDITS BRIBE STORY 


Cairo, Egypt, Aug. 21 (A.P.).—The 
or Nationalist Press, says that 
in the background of the recent dls- 
missal by King Fuad of the cabinet 
ot Nahas Pasha was the opening of 
negotiations between Egypt and the 
United States for a treaty of arbifra- 
tion. 

The press declares that it was Nahas 
Pasha who initiated the treaty nego- 
tiations, having instructed the Egyp- 
tian Legation at Washington to sound 
Secretary of State Kellogg on the 
American attitude toward Egypt when 
it appeared that Great Britain seemed 
desirous of making reservations partly 
affecting Egypt in the Kellogg renun- 
clation of war treaty. 

It was the success of these negotla- 
tions, undertaken without consulting 
the British government, which was the 
underlying cause for the dismissal of 
the Nahas ministry, the Nationalist 
Press declares, insinuating at the same 
time that the present Egyptian cabinet 
will wreck the negotiations with the 
United States to please Great Britain.

missed from office 
June While the cause of the dls- 
missal was given as internal dissension 
within the cabinet it was generally be- 
lieved that it was more closely con- 
nected with the newspaper publication 
of a document alleged to have shown 
that the premier and others had taken 
a huge fee for aiding Prince Ahmed 
Seifeddin in an effort to regain con- 
trol of his estates. 

Political opponents 
declared that the size of the fee, $585,- 
600, was justified only by the fact that 
he was in a position to use his political 
Office in the case.

Proofs of Druid Worship 
In Europe and Asia Found) 


Evidence of Gothic Ancestry Bared in Crumbling Ruins 
of Northern Tibet—“Devil Worship” Spreading in 
Region Around Lasha, Roerich Researchers Find. 


Darjeeling, Bengal, Aug. 21 (A.P.).— 
Proofs of prehistoric religious unity un- 
der nature worshiping Druids through- 
out Europe and Asia and evidences of 
Gothic ancestry among Tibetans have 


been rescued from the crumbling re- 
gions of central Asia by the Roerich 
Museum expedition. 

The first authentic description of 
discoveries which may sweep the science 
of historical research into new chan- 
nels were made to the Associated Press 
today, through special courtesy, by Miss 
Frances Grant, second vice president of 
the Roerich Museum, of New York. 

Miss Grant has just arrived here to 
join Nicholas Roerich, head of the ex- 
pedition, his wife and son, Prof. George 
Roerich, members of the exploration 
party which regained this outpost of 
civilization after months of hardship 
and danger. 

Nicholas Roerich said that the “black 
faith of Bon Po,” most ancient of the 
pagan religions, is spreading all over 
Tibet. The decline of Buddhism in 
central Asia, he said, had been accom- 
panied by ancient demon worship. 
These constituted a perverted form of 
Buddhism, he said, in which all Bud- 
dhists have been declared enemies. 

The black faith has invented its own 
saints with a central legendary pro- 
tector similar to Buddha and with a 
similar biographical] origin. Buddhists 
are not aliowed to enter a temple of 
black practices, and devotees of the 
latter do not recognize any authority 
in the Dalai Lama or the Tashi Lama. 

Dr. Roerich states with certainty that 
the Northern Tibetans are descendants 
of the Goths He found a striking 
similarity between the Tibetan tombs 
and those of the ancient Goths, par- 
ticularly in the Northern regions around 
the Altai Mountains. He believes that 
the Goths or their remote ancestors 
migrated through these mountains into 
Tibet 

The expedition found buckles adorned 
with double-headed eagles exactly like 
those of the Goths and the Alans. A 
discovery, accounted even more con- 
clusive, was the ‘testimony of Roman 
Catholic missionaries who sald that 
the anclent name of the area around 
Lasha was Gotha.

The expedition discovered many stone 
monuments recalling the Druid temples 
o1 England and Western Europe. They 
were smeared with the grease of re- 
cent animal offerings and flame wor- 
ship. 

Politically, he said, the _ territory 
through which the party traveled was 
in a condition of dangerous unrest. 

“In my own caravan,” he declared, 
“I found an arrow wrapped in red silk 
attached to the baggage From one of 
the chieftains 1 learned that this was 
a sign of mobilization in Tibet. Short- 
ly afterward serious uprisings occurred 
in the eastern part. The governor of 
the province and 500 soldiers were 
killed, 

“The Tibetan government is raising 
troops to fight the rebellious mountain 
tribes. The latter are well armed and 
are good fighters.” 

He described the condition of the 
Tibetan people as lacking the first signs 
of civilization. Food is scarce, poverty 
the rule, and people devour raw flesh 
when they can get it. They are illit- 
erate and every one drinks alcoholic 
liquors to excess, even the small chil-

After the fourth extension had ex- 
pired the nominating speaker was still 
unfinished, but the chair refused a 
further extension despite loud appeals 
from the delegates. The nomination. 
however, was a signal for a wiasd demon- 
stration, and although the contest is 
expected to be close, the majority last 
night seemed overwhelmingly in favor 
of Wood. Capt. Julius Peyser, former 
. department commander, made the sec- 
onding speech and was vigorously ap- 
plauded.

Death Leaves 3 Surviving:

Taps again has sounded for a vet- 
eran of the Mexican War of 1848, and 
now the survivors are only three. Of 
tre three, one is a Washington man— 


Owen Thomas Edgar, of the John Dick- 
son Home, 5000 Fourteenth street 
northwest. 

The latest name to be stricken from 
the pension roll of the Mexican War 
is that of Augustus Markle, who died 
at Lodi, Ohio, in his 10lst year. An- 
nouncement of Markle’s death was 
made yesterday by the Pension Bureau 
of the Department of the Interior. 

When the Mexican War broke out 80 
years ago,. Markle was a young man 
living in Wooster, Ohio. He volun- 
teered and when the campaign was over 
settled down in Wooster. Later he vol- 
unteered for the Civil War, but in the 
midst of the struggle was retired be- 
cause of disability. Despite his disa- 
bility he joined the ranks again be- 
fore the war was over and served an- 
other enlistment. At the time of his 
death he was drawing a pension of $90 
@ month, 

With Markle’s passing, the survivors 
are the local veteran, Edgar, who is 97 
years old; William F. Buckner, of Paris, 
Mo., 100 years old, and Richard D. 
Howard, of Sterling City, Tex., who is 
the same age as Edgar—97. 

Edgar was a youth of 17, living in 
Philadelphia, when the Mexican War 
broke out. He shipped as a sailor on 
the frigate Potomac and served with 
@ squadron in the Gulf of Mexico. He) 
has been a resident of the District of 
Columbia since 1864, and a resident of 
the John Dickson Home for the last 
nine years.

A sensational ruling by Comptrolleg 
General J. B. McCarl yesterday threatens 
ed the Government’s future maintend 
ance allowances to Dr. William A. White; 
superintendent of St. Elizabeths Hos¢ 
pital, said to aggregate $11,059 ates 
nually, and those of 131 other emd¢ 
ployes at the hospital. 

In his ruling McCarl instructed Seced 
retary of the Interior Roy West to prod 
ceed at once with the preparation o 
a list of allowances to Dr. White an 
his subordinates, which are to be subse 
tracted from their salaries beginning 
October 1. The ruling is understood té 
be the outgrowth of an investigatiog 
made sometime ago by the comptrolley 
into the conditions at St. Elizabeth@ 
Hospital, and may have a far-reaching 
effect in other Government departe 
ments, where allowances are not ded 
ducted from salaries. 

According to McCarl, Instead of red 
ceiving $7,500 a year from the Govern 
ment, Dr. White should be paying th 
Government $3,559 a year for what th 
Comptroller General calls the luxurlow 
scale on which he ts living at Governed 
ment expense, which the comptroller’ 
office estimates costs $11,059 a year. 

Under present arrangements Dr, 
White is living in a spacious 19-roo 
apartment maintained by four serv 
ants, receiving laundry work, telephon 


service, coal for his kitchen and comdss% 


missary charges, all of which ts paid for 
by the Government, it is said.
